A person shall be entitled to a patent unless -

2. Claim 10 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Caisey-Bluteau et al . [US #6,362,849] . 

As is shown in figures 1, Caisey-Bluteau et al. disclosed a 
system for measuring the color of an object using a video 
camera (@ 2) which captures a 2D matrix/array of R,G,B 
pixel values. As described, the illustrated system of 
figure 1 measures the color of an object by determining for 
each pixel of the scanned image of the object, e.g. via the 
process shown in figure 3, the respective tristimulus 
values X, Y, and Z in a reference colorimetry system such 
as that adopted by the "CIE". 
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As described, the system/process was calibrated by a 
method/process that included: 

a) Deriving a respective "flat-fielding correction 
matrices" [FX(i,j), FY(i,j), FZ(i,j)] via a flat- 
fielding steps [NOTE: lines 40-36 of column 8; lines 
38-42 of column 6; lines 59-67 of column 5 and lines 
1-10 of column 6] ; and 

b) Utilizing the "f lat-f ielding correction matrix" to 
correct the respective an irradiation response 
matrices that are measured during a color calibration 
cycle [NOTE: lines 31-36 of column 8]. 

That is, the matrices of values representing the 
irradiation response of the system are, during the color 
calibration cycle, further corrected for illumination non- 
uniformities via the generation and application of the 
respective "f lat-f ielding correction matrices'' [FX(i,j), 
FY(i, j) , FZ(i,j)l .
